NIGGER IN THE WOODPILE 


There is an Etheopean hiding out in the 
fuel pile somewhere. That is evident to 
the most obtuse. Every day’s dispatches 
point out the crimes being committed by 
the ‘‘Food Huns’’ but there are no con- 
victions. Why? And no prosecutions, 
even. Again why? What is the answer? 

A number of the most flagrant instances 
of plundering ‘the people: were mertioned 
in our “‘Letter to Uncle Sam’’ a few daya 
ago. More come up every day. Quoting 
from the dispatches in our paper of yes- 
terday we find that Mr..Murdock, one of 
the Federal Food Commission, calls them 
hard names and points out the particular 
robberies of the canneries. But the dis- 
patch says nothing about steps being taken 
to put a stop to it, or punish the offenders. 

We know Vic Murdock well and person- 
ally—knew him when he was in knee pants, 
in Wichita, Kansas, and worked on his 
father’s paper, Marsh Murdock’s Wichita 
Eagle. His mother was a guest at our 
home for a week in Colorado. ° Vie. is red 
headed and a fighter, and comes of good 
fighting stock, and we hope he goeé to the 
bat against all these ‘‘Food Huns,”’ as he 
terms them, and not only shows them up 
but brings about penitentiary sentences 
for them. In Germany, or England, either, 
they would be put to death. 

And speaking of canneries, let us get 
right down nearer home, where plenty of 
fish is canned, right here in this very coun- 
ty of Conttra Costa. A year ago you could 
get all the canned salmon you wanted at 
10 cents a can. Now it is twenty. The 
canneries tell us it is because the Govern- 
ment and the Allies are taking all they 
have. Yeta few days ago when a shipload 
of it being sent to a neutral country, which

We note in last night’s dispatches that 
Mr. Spreckles says on the witness stand, 
to a Government, Commission, that there 
is na,shortage of sugar whatever in this 
country. And, Mr. Spreckles certainly 
knows, as he is 4 member of the big sugar 
trust. Incidentally we all know it, and if 
the Government’s hired men don’t know it 
then they are extremely sttupid. In point 
.of fact they do know it, for Mr. Spreckles 
has just told them so. Well, what abont 
it? Nothing. Only we are all told we 
must only put one spoonful df sugar in our 
coffee, instead of two, and have sugarless 
days, and make no frosted cake, and all 
that sort of bull. Mr. Spreckels testities 
that not:only is there more sugar in this 
country now than in history, but that there 
is enough in the island of Java right now 
to supply all the British people for a whole 
year. Yet right here in this town of Rich- 
mond we are to be heud down, it is stated 
now, to a limited amount of sugar to 
each family and each person. And right 
up the bay about a dozen miles the big 
Crockett sugar factory has so much sugar 
on hand it had to build a lot of big new 
warehouses to put it in. ; 

The Government tax schedules show that 
there are more than a thousand more mil- 
lionaires in this country than there was a 
year ago.
